WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
—  A  bill  to  extend  for  two  years 
the  period  in  which  ministers, 
missionaries  and  members  of  re¬ 
ligious  orders  may  elect  social 
security  coverage  as  self  em¬ 
ployed  persona  was  passed  by 

•■Tbe  '  measure  extends-  the 
deadline  for  election  of  .such 
coverage  (except  for  newly-or¬ 
dained  ministers)  from  April  1.5 
1957  to  April  15.  1959 

It  also  provides  that  clergy¬ 
men  who  erroneously  thought 
they  were  covered  as  employees 
of  non-profit  in.stitutions  will 
have  their  coverage  legalized 
Such  ministers  will  have  to 
change  over  and  pay  their  social 
security  tax  on  a  "selfemploy 
ment”  basis  as  do  other  clergy 
men. 

A  1954  amendment  1o  the  So¬ 
cial  Security  Act  permitted  min- : 
isteri  for  the  first  time  to  elect 
coverage  as  ">elf-empl<>yed” 
persons. 

The  approved  bill,  sent  to 
President  Eisenhower  for  sig¬ 
nature.  was  sponsored  by  Hep. 
Burr  P.  Harrison  (l)-Va.).  By 
means  of  six  pages  of  compli 
rated  amendments,  it  seeks  to 
cover  all  Instances  in  which 
clergymen  have  become  en¬ 
meshed  in  the  technicalities  of' 
the  social  security  law.

(RNS)  —  A  a  memorial  plaque 
honoring  Michael  Sattler,  Ana¬ 
baptist  martyr,  was  dedicated  at 
the  Rottenburg  Lutheran  church 
here  before  some  300  Mennon- 
ites  from  various  parts  of  the 
world. 

The  dedication  followed  the 
Mennonite  World  Conference  at 
:  Karlsruhe  attended  by  represen¬ 
tatives  of  Mcjinonile  churches 
from  13  countries. 

The  plaque,  placed  on  a  wall 
of  the  church,  reads:  ‘Tn  mem¬ 
ory  of  Michael  Sattler.  Anabap¬ 
tist  marlyre.  who  on  the  KHh 
of  May,  1937,  in  Rottenburg 
sealed  his  faith  with  his  blood.” 

Michael  Sattler  was  a  leader 
of  the  Anabaptists  la  Zurich  in 
1527  and  served  as  secretary  in 
drawing  up  the  Schleitheim 
Confession,  first  written  formu¬ 
lation  of  the  Anabaptist  doc¬ 
trine.  Before  his  arrest  and 
execution  by  the  State  Church 
of  Rottenburg  he  established  a 
'congregation  near’the  city. 

The  Mennonites  trace  their 
origin  to  the  founding  of  the 
early  Anabaptist  eongregations 
in  Roltenhurg  and  Zurich. 

Cnder  a  new  constitution  a- 
dppted  at  the  Karlsruhe  meet¬ 
ing,  the  Mennonite  World  Con¬ 
ference  will  convene  every  five 
years.  The  1982  sessions  will  be 
held  in  Canady.

“We  who  live  in  rountrias  ruF 
ed  by  Communism  and  are  a- 
ware  of  the  radical  changes  in 
our  social  conditions,”  the  bish¬ 
op  said,  "have  the  duty  aa  well 
as  the  freedom  soberly  to  exam¬ 
ine  the  question  whether  or  not 
the  traditional  parochial  syi- 
teia  of  the  folk-church  s^iould 
be  superseded  by  new  forma."

GUATEMALA  CITY  (RNS)— Protestant  sources  here  said 
Billy  Graham  will  make  an  evangelistic  tour  of  seven  coun¬ 
tries  in  the  Caribbean  area  early  in  1958. 

They  said  the  tentative  dates  for  a  Guatemala  visit,  set 
by  the  Graham  organization  and  Protestant  groups  here,  ^re

nomic  welfare  of  Mississippi.

John  R.  Shaffer  of  Los  Angeles,  wooing  for  a  mas¬ 
ter’s  thesis  and  in  cahoots  with  the  public  affairs  commis¬ 
sion  of  the  Los  Angeles  Church  Federation,  finds  the  local 
preachers  a  bit  too  bourgeoisie,  a  little  too  high  in  the 
burgher  class. 

After  mulling  over  the  activities  of  811  ministers,  Shaf¬ 
fer  et  al  have  concluded  that  they  were  “probably  Republi¬ 
can,  and  not  active  in  political  action  organizations.”  A 
wider  survey  might  have  changed  both  of  those  conclusions. 

Shaffer  says  "that  most  of  the  ministers  seem  prepared 
to  support  honest  officials  and  good  government  but  they 
never  get  around  to  doing  much  about  it. 

About  two-thirds  of  the  ministers  surveyed  took  little 
“tor  no  active  part  in  a  long  list  of' organizations  such  as  Par¬ 
ent-Teachers  Association,  YMCA,  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
^^rvice  clubs  and  the  like.  “It’s  obvious.”  Shaffer  concludes, 
“that  ministers  are  little  involved  in  action-type  organiza¬ 
tions.” 

It  is  also  obvious  that  Mr.  Shaffer's  work  is  hardly  a 
definitive  affair.  Most  ministers  these  days  have  more 
“action-type  organizations”  within  their  own  churches  than 
they  can  handle.  If  h,e  is  true  to  his  mission — and  true  to 
his  community  duty — he  will  of  necessity  major  on  his  min¬ 
istry  and  minor  on  civic-secular  activities.  I

Prisons  Bureau  Director  James  V.  Bennett  has  released 
a  report  showing  that  the  ratio  of  state  and  federal  prison- 
.ers  to  the  population  is  U4.2  per  100,000  as  of  the  end  of  ’56. 

Federal  prisoners  account  for  about  10  per  cent  of 
the  total.  5,  ' 

America’s  scandalous  crime  record  will  not  be  improv-  I 
^  prisons.  In  spite  of  all  the  advances  in4>riaoner  \ 

rehabilitation  the  fear  of  imprisonment  is  not  enough  to ' 
prevent  crime. 

Better  schools  and  bigger  churches  are  desirable  goals, 
but  they  will  not  materially  improve  on  lawlessness.  There 
Is  only  one  place  where  this  upswing  in  crime  can  be  stop¬ 
ped;  in  the  home. 

A  sense  of  decency,  a  respect  for  law  and  order,  recog¬ 
nition  of  the  rights  of  others; — these  qualities  of  cfiaracter 
are  shaped  at  home  more  tlian  anywhere  else.  Christian 
principles  learned  in  church,  examined  in  school,  become . 
most  meaningful  when  they  are  exemplified  in  the  home.  i 

SBC  Agencies  Are  Forbidden  ^ 
To  Solicit  From  Churches 

The  Cooperative  Program- is  a  voluntary,  united  effort ' 
on  the  part  of  Baptist  churches  to  meet  vast  missionary  ■ 
and  education  needs  bpth  at  home  and  abroad. 

One  of  the  many  fine  things  about  the  Cooperative 
Program  is  that  it  spares  the  churches  of  hundreds  of  sep-  i 
arate  appeals.  Spur-of-the-moment,  ahot-in-the-dark  gifts 
to  Baptist  institutions  and  agencies  went  to  good  and 
worthy  causes,  but  such  a  haphazard  method  of  support 
never  has  been  satisfactory.  The  Cooperative  Program  has 
turned  the  old  catch-as-catch-can  method  of  support  into , 
an  orderly,  efficient,  and  practical  means  for  any  church  ! 
to  have  a  part  in  the  entire  worldwide  program  of  South-' 
ern  Baptists 

Since  the  agencies  and  institufions  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  are  included  in  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  they  are  prohibited  from  requesting  churches  to  in¬ 
clude  those  agencies  or  institutions  in  the  church  budgets 
for  special  amounts.  The  Business  and  Financial  Plan  of 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  expressly  forbids  any  of! 
the  SBC  agencies  to  make  such  individual  appeals.  1 

The  Business  and  Financial  Plan  does  not  allow  SBC 
agencies  and  institutions  to  approach  individuals  “fof  gifts 
for  capital  needs  including  endowments,  and  such  approach 
to  an  individual  is  to  be  made  only  hv  persorMil  contact  or 
personal  correspondence.” 

The  Cooperative  Program  has  made  it  possible  for  all 
of  tie  churches  to  have  a  wider,  fairer  share  in  all  of  the 
work  at  home  and  abroad  God  has  seen  fit  fo  bless  this 
method  of  laboring  together  for  the  Kingdom,  and  w-e  need 
to  support  it  fullv  and  freelv.
